the vengeance of the law.

"This act in effect says to the private 


prosecutor, there can be LU law two kinds 
of thieves—the protecled, privileged thief 
and the $10 class. A man is not a felon 
because he steals, but because he steals in 
quantity. 


Again, it becomes a temptation to the 


mblic officer, constable and every prosecutor 
o exaggerate the value of stolen property 
ir the character of an issaull to escape the 
tossible penalty tar costs. 


When we consider the matter of expense 


he act is still more pernicious. Now the 
ipportunity arises; in fact, the duty appears, 
or the astute lawyer to contest the value of 
stolen properly.

An opinion of vital interest to boiioliolal 


orgauiiationsjif the State was handod down 
on Monday morning by Judge Yer'tes, in 
tho case of tho Giand Lodge of Odd Fellows 
of Pennsylvania against certain members of 
Nockamixon Lodge, No. 530, I. 0. 0. F., 
to recover $3181.87 accumulated funds of 
the lodge. 


Nockamixon Lodge disbanded and at- 


tempted to dislribute its funds among its 
members, contrary lo the provisions of ils 
charter, which declared that if the lodge 
should be dissolved then all ils propotty, 
money and books should become tho prop- 
erly of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. 
The Grand Lodge contested this action and 
attached $3181 belonging to the Nockamixon 
Lodge, deposited in the First National Bank, 
Elision. 


Judge Vcrkes now holds that the dissolu- 


tion of the lodge in June, 1800, was regular 
and legal, and that the functions of the 
lodge officers then closed; that a meeting 
hold by seven members and former officers 
in September, when arrangements were 
made to distlibutc the funds, was illegal, ns 
thi) lodge had no chartered existence, all 
siiiTcndoieu to uifi tfranti lAmgu, inc-miiing 
ils charier. The Judge decides that this 
money, $3181, must be paid to the Grand 
Lodge, and the costs arc assi-ssod against 
the seven defendants. 


Concerning Ihe standing In (ho Order of 


the lodge nieiiibeis, Judge Yerkes says: 


"The officers of Ihe lodge, when they dis- 


tributed the funds, were guilly of n misap- 
propriation thereof, and committed a high- 
handed, unlawful act in divot ting tho monoy 
from the worthy and charitable object of 
succor.ug their disabled inonibcrs to the 
selfish use of conferring upon themselves n 
bounty for (heir own breach of solemn trust. 
Their conduct was on a par with Iher venal 
purpose in disbanding tho lodge 


''But wo do not find tliat Ihc members of 


tho lodge who received the amounts distrib- 
uted to thorn are responsible for the conduct 
of the officers further than in being negligent 
in failing to observe their conduct. This, 
however, is a common omission in the mom 
bership of charitable organizations, tho 
officers of wliich are supposed to entertain 
and uphold the principle™ of the Order they 
officially represent. Neither do I consider 
the conduct of those members who, unap- 
prised of tho intended disbandmont, after- 
wards protested against it, and, believing it 
illegal, demanded to bo reinvested with tho 
power, emblems and property of the lodge, 
as censurable. 


"Theirs was but a mistaken view of their 


rights and of the proper procedure to re- 
cover them. The fear of being deprived in 
their old age of their benefits, to provide for 
which they had in years gone by assisted to 
raise the fund, certainly justified them in 
taking a stand to ascertain their full rights 
and if through boat and over-zeal (hey mis- 
took tho correct proceedings, they are not 
to be punished. 
They are not the recalcit- 


rants that the correspondence reveals the 
Grand Lodge supposes them to bo."

It oiino with tho elective system and has 
developed year by year as that system has 
developed, and as students' names have 
multiplied in the Harvard catalogue. 
Twenty years ago there were still classes 
and class feeling at Harvard. Most of tho 
studios of fnghman your and nearly half of 
tho Kophomorc studios wcro proscribed. 
Thero wore then about 200 students in a 
class. 


Nowadays a Harvard class has come to 


bo n much larger and looser aggregation of 
individuals, and tho faoilitlosjfpr knitting 
together. Only a single study~Kngils*n71s 
prescribed to all of them. All tho rest they 
select, each man choosing what best suits 
his tuHtc, inclinations and purposes. Most 
of the elective courses are open to students 
of several classes and to graduate students, 
and when a freshman has sorted out tho 
studies he purposes 10 pursue, he finds 
li'.nself in tho lecture or recitation room 
vith un unclassified body of learners, 
roost of them no doubt freshmen like him- 
self, but very likely with plenty of sopho- 
mores, too, and possibly with other upper 
class men and graduate students. Com- 
pulsory prayers hnve passed out of exist- 
ence, imd he rarely or never sees his own 
class nil together at one time.

there IN not a lecture room in Harvard col- 
lege thnt will scat all the members of the 
present frcshmnn class at once. He rarely 
ever sets a group of raon together In any 
classroom of whom he can be snro that all 
of them nre his classmates.— Edward S 
Mertin In Scrlbncr's.

NEW YORK AND LONDON. 


IN 


How the "Dig Fish" Am Captured and 


Transported to Market—Tartlet Live For 
a Month In Captivity Without Food—Vi- 
tality In a Snapper'! Bead. 


It token nbont 5,000 turtles a year to 


keep Now York In turtle soup. Thig city 
and London are the groat turtle eaters. 
All th« rest of the world together would 
not oqunl cither one of those cities in tha 
amount o! turtle moat consumed, and New 
York consumes 8,000 more of the "big 
flab" than London does. Nearly all tha 
turtles received in this city come from Key 
West. 


They are oaught on the coral recfa sur- 


rounding the Florida keys, and, after be- 
ing taken into Key West, are brought to 
this port by a Mallory line steamer. The 
tnrtlos ar» laid on tholr backs in a oom- 
purt-iacnt below decks. The compartment 
is kept warm, and thrit is all tho cure the 
creatures receive. They are not fed at all. 


Strange to say, In a large shipment it, is 


rare that more thtin one turtle dies in the 
(our days' trip up the coast. 


A few turtles arrive hero at odd Intervals 


from Jamaica, but they do not arrive in as 
good condition as the Key West turtles and 
are not considered such good eating. 


Londoners, in spito of all that has been 


mid about oldermanlo turtle soup, do not 
really know what good turtle soup la. 
Their turtles come from Jamaica. 


The tui tie trade, both In London and 


New York, is in tho hands of a few men. 
T. K. Bellis controls nine-tenths of the 
London trade und Eugene Blockford at 
loast two thirds of tho New York trade. 


Up above Mr. Blackford's place In Fnl- 


ton market ho has a room to which the 
turtles aro hoisted and laid on their backs 
in a mild temperature as soon as they are 
received from the steamer.

pectancy of all other animals. The hu- 
man, fur example, attains full growth at 
the age of S3 or 88 years. With this knowl- 
edge wn can estimate that the average 
length of human life Is three times the fig. 
sre at which physical maturity is reached 
OT about 80 years. Dealing with the ele- 
phant on the same basis, I cannot estimate 
his expectancy at much over 100 years. 
The elephant quits growing at tho age of 
85 
On the principle accepted, therefore, 


he cannot be expected to live more than 
three times 86 years, or 105 years. We 
have one elephant known to be something 
over a hundred years old, but he Is show- 
toft hla aga very decidedly, and I look for 
him to die moat any time."— St. Louis

Florida turtles. Jamaica turtles are not 
good whin they weigh more than 180 
pounds. Kingston is the place whore most 
of the turtle fishing for the London mar- 
ket is doni). Tho great sea turtles, with «11 
tholr possi bilitios of steak and soup, swarm 
over the coral reefs north of Jamaica, and 
over 100 men work on from 8 to 16 small 
schooners catching them. 


Strong nets are stretched from rook to 


rock of oornl, und against these nets tho 
"flsh,"as tho turtles aro called by their 
hunters, swim find cling -with their flip- 
pers. Thou the fishermen gather thorn in, 
each soho'iuor carrying bock to Kingston 
from the reef us its catch from 80 to 
150 turtlcH. They are put Into inolosures 
filled with sea water, fed on turtle grass 
and token out as required, either for ex- 
port or home consumption. 


Nearly !!, 000 turtles a year (ire sent to 


London, and, In spite of rumors to the eon 
trary, they are not all consumed by th 
lord mayor and the aldorraen. Turtle 
bound for England get a liberal supply 
sea water, are fed on a diet of oatmoal an 
lettuce, and are comforted with bods o 
warm straw. 


Novertholess the death rote among them 


while on the voyage Is large. Those whio 
survive the voyage sometimes die in th 
train from Southampton to London. Ou 
of one lot of 130 shipped to the prinoipa 
London dealer some time ago, only 7 
were ulivn when tho steamer arrived 
Southampton, and of those 30 died befor 
they reached London.

New York market requires almost exclu- 
sively, is a patient and peaceful creature, 
and there Is no danger in handling him. 
But his cousin, tlio "snapping turtle," u 
creature wlilch largely affects tho land, is 
of a different temper. In the handling oi 
snapping turtles considerable care has to 
bo exercised, for they cannot only hit stun- 
ning blows with thoir flippers, but tholi 
powerful beaks are capable of doing seri- 
ous Injury. 


A man was once carrying a large turtle 


into a famous restaurant, when, as he 
went to plaoe it on the floor, the creature 
snapped, hit. nose clean off. 
When a snap- 


ping tuyilo is sold, a piece of wood ia 
placed In his beak and tied there with 
strong cords running around his head.

The women mistrust him. Only many 
years cun set lilin right with them, and a 
man does not like to wait. 
When h« re- 


forme, he wants to do it at once. He has 
no funcy for wearing the stained garb of 
ein until the sun of virtue shall bleach it 
white. He would don immediately the 
unowy robe and be made welcome among 
the elect. Which may not be. If you mean 
to reform, you must go away. 


Lovat grew sick of the life he had led 


for ten years—ever since he had been a 
pretty boy of 18 who should have been 
learning useful things. It hod not been 
such a very bad life, but it certainly had 
not been a good one. He tried to do right 
at home and failed. Then he came to the 
States. 


Now the States—if you except perhaps

Which happened to be so true that Lovat 


senior was unable to reply, save In the not 
uncommon parental fashion of answering 
the unanswerable, known to childhood as 
"getting oven." Ho cut off the allowance, 
but graciously permitted his ungrateful 
son to dwell upon the Montana lands. 


Wilton went at breeding racers, as is the

As useful n way as any to help the read- 


er to cast a fly will be to describe how the 
writer has tried to help loda who are learn- 
ing. It is in this way: The boy takes the 
rod, fitted with its reel and line only, to a 
water's edge frco of bushes or trees, or to a 
lawn recently mowed. If the grass is 
slightly damp, all the better, as it holds 
the line more nearly as does the water. He 
pulls off from the reel enough line so that 
the free part shall be once and a half or 
twice the length of the rod. This he throws 
out in front of him as well us ho can. He 
then is told to keep his elbow closeagainst 
his side to prevent moving the arm above 
the elbow. Ho then tries with a quick 
movement of the wrist and with as little 
movement of the forearm as possible to 
lift the line upward und backward until it 
straightens out behind him, and then with 
another similar motion to make it go 
straight out beforo him. 


Do not try to make the forward oast on 


just the same plane as the back cast, for 
fear that the end of the line should snap 
like a whiplash, which, if you were actual- 
ly fishing, would crack off your flies pretty 
certainly. Therofore make the lift of the 
back cast with a slight sweep, generally 
inward toward the body is the more nat- 
ural, and deliver the forward cast straight 
out toward its destination; but always 
aim about your, own height above the spot 
on the water you mean to rciich to insure 
the line falling lightly.—Harper's Bound 
Table.

No ilttlc dramatic Interest la latent In 


those huge boxes of heavy masonry, of tho 
dimensions of a large room, with their 
thonmvnda of Interior safes, each with Its 
own looks of various complexity and. 
strength. In n single vault on Broadway 
there are 16,000 comportment*, from a 
size just sufficient to contain a dozen rall- 
rond boqds to the huge caverns of masonry 
that hold tons upon tons of silver and gold. 


Thu main doors which furnish entrance 


to tho groat box ore the points on which 
the utmost mechanical skill Is lavished. 
No burglar would ever think of trying to 
effect an entrance through the walls. If 
be deposed of the watohman who tramps 
around the outside In a little alley between 
the outer walls of the building and the 
vault, It would require days to drill snfll- 
olent holes to take a solid piece out of tho 
wall. But If a burglar can only overcome 
the lock of one of the main doors there Is 
the entrance ready made. 


Thcuc doors are marvelous. One of them 


weighs 15 tons. 
They are constructed by 


welding together layers of different hard 
metals, sometimes seven dlHtlnot kinds, so 
that if an Ingenious burglar finds a way 
of piercing the first an entirely different 
probli ra confronts him at tbo second, and 
so on. At any moment his drill Is likely 
to ninke connections with ai^ electric 
alarm, which not only raises the guards of 
that \ault, but tells Ijhe watchmen of half 
• dozen others, some a mile away, that 
trouble Is at hand. But even if the lock 
Were overcome the monster doors would 
pot O]x>n, because a large section of the 
(tone lloor has to be sunk down by an elec- 
trical device before the bottom of the doors 
are above the masonry. Just above each 
main door appears an ominous looking 
pipe. It can. In the event of burglarious 
effort*, belch forth bolllqg water and steam 
on tho assailanta below.—C. D. Lauier In 
Soribner'g.

It occurred juhtaftor tbe great oil excite- 


ment wliloh drove wistorn Pennsylvania 
Into a sjiceulutlvo Tiurixy and sent prices 
skyward 
New oil wells were boinft dis- 


covered uvery day, and fortunes wore made 
and lost In an hour. The development of 
the Pennsylvania oilfields had only begun 
when olt was discovered in Canada. A 
wild rush for the now speculative field cn- 
sutd.

FOOD FOR THE DEAD. 


Celestial Rites Oln.jrved In tlie Burial of 


a ChUi«nu Lauuilrymau In Wjtftlilnfrton. 
A Chinese fun<« ul is n rare spectacle in 


Washington, and Moy Tung Fung was 
accompanied to his grave by more people 
than his rank in life warranted. Ho was a 
liiundryinan of Chicugo and died of con- 
sumption. 
When he was taken ill, ho 


ciinio to Washington to I o treated by Dr. 
Muy Sing, who is u famous physician 
among the Chinese. The skill of Dr. Sing 
availed him not, and Fung died. Imme- 
diately after dr«ith the little room on Four- 
and-u-lialf street where Fung "died was 
filled with the odor of incense, which wus 
kept burning night and day. 


His body wiis prepared for burial by 


Undertaker Leo, und Chinamen from ovcry 
section uf the city gathered at the rooms of 
the undertaker from which the fimcral 
party started. Immediately after tbe fu- 
neral procession left a Buddhist priest be- 
gun to scatter small pieces of brown paper 
along the street. Each piece bad nine small 
holoa pierced in the center. Theso frag- 
ments of paper lire to exorcise the evil 
spirits which are said to hover about the 
dead. 
Thin scattering of puper was con- 


tinued until the cemetery WUB reached. 


The funeral party alighted at tbe ceme- 


tery gate and walked slowly to the grave. 
Before the oolflri wus removed from the 
bourse ull gathered around the open grave, 
waving then: arms up and down and ut- 
tering some sort of a litany in a rapid tone 
of voice. Then the body wus remov e<l from 
tbe bourse by eight of the number and laid 
by the grave. 
Little wisps of scented pa- 


per, on which wore inscribed many words 
of Chinese writing, were lighted and 
waved over the oollln and then over the 
open grave, while the peculiar monotonous 
cry of tbe mourners continued without 
ceahlng. Then an immense basket con- 
taining provisions of all sorts wus taken 
out of the ourriuge and pluccd beside tha 
coffin. 


After several minutes of tbe odd service, 


the coffin was lowered Into tWgravo, and 
then the chant grew louder and more rapid. 
A few shovelfuls of earth were thrown 
upon the coflin, and the cry of the mourn- 
ers becuino less violent, A priest stopped 
forward and took from the basket o< pro- 
visions a chicken, some upples und a bowl 
of cooked rice. 
Tlie chicken und the ap- 


ples were dropped upon the coffin pear the 
lieud, while the bqwl of rico was placed »6 
tho foot. Othor provisions and confections 
known only to Chinamen followed, until 
the cqffln was literally covered. This food, 
they believe, will be necessary, for tho body 
of Fung cannot escnpe and be translated 
Into the domains of Buddha while 1C lies in 
this unconseoruted soil. 


In the ineuntnue he Is supposed to be 


struggling to escupe from bis grave. He 
will need more fcracl, they think, and in 80 
days a lurgo stock of provisions will be 
taken to the cemetery and placed on tbe 
grave. It will remain there several hours, 
and then will be removed and destroyed, 
as its nourishing qualities are supposed to 
have been exhausted by the body in the. 
grave below. This ceremony of feeding 
tho corpse will be kept up lor perhaps n 
yeur, and if the relatives of tUc dead map 
do not have the body taken up «pd carried 
to China the placing of the food on the 
grave will be discontinued.—Washington 
Times.

It is for the most part the up 
purently healthy people who arc so quickly 
btriokon down by disease, while the chronic 
invalid may pass through unscathed, and 
yet no one seems to understand that con- 
ditions were present which i icd^sBoscd the 
healthy man or woman to dLseuse, and 
that these pre-existing conditions were 
largely duo to want of utteution to diet.

entitled "Birds," in which It is stated 
that "recently facts have come to light 
which prove that the plucking of ostrich 
plumes causes great suffering to the birds, 
whioh have to be bound during the opera- 
tion to prevent their defense of them- 
selves." 


•A. i«»er roaldonuc^in Aljo ostrich farming 


districts in South Africa gives mo author- 
ity to sny that so far us I have observed 
no suffering whatever is caused by ostrich 
plucking. It is to tho farmer's Interest to. 
allow the feathers to grow the legitimate 
time, and the plucking thereafter Is easy. 
When the quill Is ripe in its sheath (about 
every seven months), U must be dra.wn, 
or if allowed to grow an appreciable time 
it will trail and be trodden underfoot «nd 
will thus be rendered worthless. 
' ' 


The process of plucking is simple and 


unattended by violence. 
~

of the bird, which Is kept in oainp,for the 
time being, and while the farmer holds 
the sack in place the, assistants draw the 
feathers. Tho Back In used bowsa the 
bird is restless and exqltuble runt would 
certainly stampede qr, sho\? flgbtj K U saw 
a number of people in itSTicinityv But ft 
can be safely mid that* no,cruolj!iy lft»eces- 
eary, % feathers, qf,ten, dropping, a* the 
njere tou<% and> ^one ip flwiotlj-itf. Of 
course one- cannot giiaro} qigatest a cruel 
man, and as sheep shearing nuiy bo luada 
lntolerableNostJtJoK Blocking may also be 
done viciously. 


The ostrich farmer, however, is humane, 


nnd If he were not It would be unprofitable 
to pluck before tbe feathers have-ripened. 
I have heard stories of the cruelty attend- 
ing (he plucking of ostriches in Cairo- 
how the feathers are out from tbe body he- 
lore the quill and sheath have hardened. 
I know nothing of this, but from a Busi- 
ness point of view at least I can hardly 
credit it. Let me affirm that in South 
Africa, the largest plume market in the 
world, r.o cruelty in ostrich plucking it 
wjerclsed.—Boston Transcript. 


MICROSCOPIC DEFENDERS. 


Tlie Iiittle OrtranistiiH In tlie Blood. That 


Preserve Us From Microbes* 


The Study of germs, to which tho science 


of medicine owes so much ut this time, 
has produced nothing more interesting 
than the discovery not only that all of the 
little organisms culled bacteria, or mi- 
crobes, are not injurious in their effects 
upon man, but that some of them mustnc- 
tually be reckoned as his friends, defend- 
ing him, as they do, against other nrifro&eg 
whiqh »ro unquestionably injurious.

into the P.vfCem. 


No less un authority than the great Ebg- 


lisb physician, Dr. Joseph Lister, tos de- 
clared that, in his opinion, the wain de- 
fense which tho human Loilj- yasse^es 
against the invasion of the myriad of mi- 
croscopic foes thut are conitaBtty assailing 
U rests upon the phagocytes ia the blood. 


When examined witfcia microscope, these 


cells present n curious, uud. startling ap- 
pearance of indejjsndent life, and under 
proper conditions, tliey may be seen to 
crawl slowly about. Their manner of act- 
Ing when, they are nulled upon to defend 
the blood\ against Invasion from without is 
almopt dramatic in interest. If a wound 
te made in the haad or arm, or other part 
of, tjie. body, tmmedtate danger arises from 
tjhe, floating germs in tbe atmosphere whioh 
sjigh,t upon the wounded surfaoeand there 
find a ready mode breach through which 
toey eun enter the, system. 


Rut th« marvelous cells in the blood 


HWt tt»e enemy on the threshold. Aesoon 
as the wound is open they flock to tbe place 
of danger and literally devour the entering 
microbes. Unless the invading hoste are 
extraordinarily numerous and powerful, 
and are favored by untoward circum- 
stances, tho victory almost invariably re- 
mains with the defenders of the breach. 
A study of the process of healing through 
which a wound: passes reveals some of tho 
details of this system of defense.—Q. P 
S. in New York World.
